' Inſtance, that Text where our Lord faith, 
to him who had improved his five Ta- 
ents, N. ell done, — and Faithful Ser- 
want, be thou R uler over ten Cities; and, 
to another, Be thou. Ruler, over ve Cities. 
Here are Degrees of Glory ; and they are 
founded upon the different Degrees of 

Erace: ; 
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Grace; for he, who had the greateſt De- 
gree of Grace, had the greateſt Share of 


Glory. I would only know, where theſe 


Rewards in their different Degrees are to 
be enjoyed? If they anſwer, in Heaven, 
then, I ſay, Heaven is not the Reward of 


Chriſt's Righteouſneſs ; for, if it is the | 


Reward of inherent Grace, it is not the Re- 
ward of the Imputation of the Righteouſ= 
neſs of a Redeemer, which ſubverts the 
very Foundation of our Salvation. This 
leads me to conclude, that eternal Glory 
is not the Reward of inherent Grace ; nor 
are there any Degrees in that eternal 
State; for, as it is a Reward of the Re- 
deemer's Righteouſneſs, and that Rrighte- 


ouſneſs is upon all who believe without 


any Difference, the Glery of the heavenly 
State is the ſame to all the Heirs of Pro- 
miſe: And the contrary can never be 


proved, until it be made out, that the 


Righteouſneſs of Chriſt is imputed more to 
one than another. To conclude, I only 
deſire thoſe Gentlemen, who are Ene- 


mies to the thouſand: Years Kingdom of 


Glory, that bleſſed State of Rewards, to 
give the World a Senſe of theſe Texts, 
that ſpeak of Rewards, conſiſtent with 
the Honour of the Redeemer and his 
Righteouſneſs, with its equal Imputation 
to all the Elect.

Net is alſo our Portion in the Lord. 
Jeſus Chrift reſts in his Love to his People, 


and they 4 K. him; and their Portion 
of Reſt and Peace in Chriſt vaſtly ſurpaſ- 


ſes their preſent Reſt and Peace. As the 


Prophet 1/aiah faith, Thou wilt keep him 
in perfect Peace, whoſe Mind is ſtayed up- 


on thee. But the Redeemer's Mind was

Boſom of infinite Love, Wiſdom, Faith- 
fulneſs, Power, and Tmutability fot 
ever, in a Divine Tranguillity. This 


is their Portion; and all their Gra- 
ces are kept alive by daily Communica- 


tions 
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tions of Love. All this, and a thouſand 
Times more, is the Believers happy Portion 
in their Redeemer. Whatever their State 
and Condition be, they have a Suffictency 
in Chriſt for their Help and Relief, Sup- 
port and Conſolation. If they are poor, 
they have a Portion of Riches, which are 
1 and inexhauſtible: Riches and Ho- 
nours are with me, yea, durable Riches 
and Righteouſneſs, that T may cauſe thoſe 
who love me to inherit Subſtance, and I 
will fill all their 7. reaſures. i. e. Every 
Faculty ſhall be enriched ; the Underſtand- 
ing with Light, the Will: with Liberty, 
the Affection with Regularity, the Fudg- 
ment with Diſcerning, and the 2 
with Peace. If ps, they have a Portion 
of Clothing to cover them, and to hide 
their Shame; if ſick, or wounded, Health 
and Healing; if hungry, Food; if thirſty, 
Drink : And, in a Word, all good Things 
are in Chriſt; and, therefore, to him do.

II. The Properties of this Portion.

It was, then, a Glo- 
ry which he had, as Head of his Church, 
unto which he was then going, as the 
God-Man, and the ſame Glory from 
which he came; and this demonſtrates, 
that he had in Poſſeſſion for his People, 
both Grace and Glory, before the higheſt

Fever, which carries in it a very dread- 
ful Conſequence, for it ſtrikes at his In- 


dependency. I cannot ſee, that there could 


be any Cauſe in us of our own Graces; 


for, before Grace, there is nothing but 
Sin und Wickedneſs, which can be no 


Cauſe of Grace, nor of our. Portion from 


God. We muſt conctude, then, that 
our Portion is free; and it farther appears 
to be fo from its Antiquity, before our 


Exiſtence; and conſequently our Goodneſs 
could: not be the Cauſe of this Portion. 


But it was 2 2 the Con- 
Ali, 
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Anſio. From hence it follows, that 
there is a Good in the Creature that never 


was in Chriſt; nor derived from him; 
for, if my Goodneſs was the Condition 
of my Portion in Chriſt, then, my Good- 
neſs is not that Portion, unleſs my Por- 
tion be the Condition of my Portion, 
which is very irrational. My Portion of 
Glory alſo is given me freely. I cannot 
purchaſe it; for all my Graces, at beſt, 


are but Preparations for that State. If 


any call this a Condition, their Heaven 
and Glory are conditional too: But Hea- 
ven and its Bleſſedneſs are not conditional 


in a ſtrict and proper Senſe. Indeed, we 


cannot be ſaved without Grace; yet we 


are not /aved for it; and though we can- 


not come to Heaven without the Graces 


of the Spirit, yet we come there without 
Conditions, becauſe we come there, not 


for our own Doings (for the Graces of 
the Spirit are not ours) but for his who 
wrought them; ſo that my Portion in 
Chriſt is a free and inconditional Portion. 
This Conſideration leads me to admire 
the Goodne/s of my God, becauſe it is the 


Security of my Peace and ſohd Foy; for, 
when I ſeriouſly conſider what my God 
hath done for me, in giving to me ſuch a 


Portion of Grace and Glory in my Redeem- 
he Conſideration of nothing 
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"Mins in me, or by me, T am filled with 


eady and 2500 Pleaſure; for as 2b 
thing in me could be the Cauſe of my For- 
Tion in Chriſt, ſo nothing done by me ſhall 


occaſion the Forfeiture thereof. The 
Soul, that is bleſſed with a Divine and 
heavenly Principle, in theſe Conceptions, 
will þrarſe and glorify his Donor, 

3. It is a /afe and ſure Portion; it is 
out of the Reach of all our Enemies; nei- 
ther Sin, Devils, nor Men, can take it 
from us. Ir is laid up, where theſe 
Thieves cannot break through, and ſteal. 
They do ſometimes, nay, very often, plun- 
der us of all our Foys and Comforts, and 
carry away from us thoſe golden Delights 
which we enjoy, in our Paſlage to the 


World of Honour and Revown before us; 


but, Glory be to his great Name, — 


only rob us of a few of our Trave 


ling- Con veniencies, whilſt our Portion is 


fafe before us, in our Father's Houſe. 

4. It is an inerbauſtible Portion, 
which can never be ſpent. It is ſuch 
a Bank, a mighty Fund, that let us 
draw, as much and as long as we will, 


our Portion is ſtill the ſame, and is 
no way impoveriſhed, The Spaniſh Am- 
baſſador, who had the Curiscey to ſee.
